CutturRE: Sow seed in April in drills about 1 foot apart and 1 inch deep. 
Keep cultivated and transplant to permanent bed when a year old. Set Aspara- 
gus plants in spring, after March 15, in rows 3 feet apart. Beds should be dug 
18 inches deep with several inches of manure placed in bottom of trench, the 
manure covered with 3 to 4 inches of clean rich soil. Then place the spread-out 
roots 6 to 8 inches below the surface and cover lightly, filling in as growth 
develops. Do not cut the first year.
